But the Happy Settlement of the Crown in 
the Proteſt.nt Line, excluſive of Papifts for ever, 
leaving us more at Liberty t makea Proviſion 
for Converts from Popery, in like manner as has 
been very laudably done in other Proteſtant 
Churches: It has been thought a ſuitable Return 
to Providence, after our own Converſion and 
Eftabliſhmenr, now to think of Strengthening 
our Brethren, 

In every Age, ſince the Reformation, it has 
pleaſed GOD to open the Eyes of many Vo- 
taties to the Romiſh Superſtitions, and to bring 
them to ſuch a Senſe of the Idolatries they were 
bred in, as to become eminent Examples of Piety, 
and to create in them a juſt Eſteem for the in- 
valuable Privileges acquired to. the Chriſtian 
Church, by the glorious Reformers of it from 
Papal Darkneſs. 

Buc ſuch is the Misfortune of ſeveral of thoſe 
who were happily convinced of the Romiſh 
Errors, that ſome of them have been even com- 

elled, for, want of Bread, to make their Peace 
with the Church of Rows, after they had pub- 
lickly, and in a very folemn Manner, renounc'd 
her Errors. 

Nor is it eaſie to imagine how a Perſon, "MI 
ſaking the Religion of his beſt Friends (and by 
that Means, not only putting himſelf out of their 
| Favour, but exaſperating them againſt him in 
the higheft Degree) can continue in our Com- 
munion, without very extraordinary Aſſiſtance 
from above, unleſs he be treated by us with 
Kindneſs and Commiſeration, while he is con · 
fliting with great Neceſſities. 

And it is yet more difficult to conceive, how
